It is stated that 
the Second Adventists held a meeting 
at his house the same afternoon and 
appeared to wish the affair kept quiet. 
Mr. Freeman carried mail as usual, and 
showed no signs of insanity. 
The case 
appears to be one of religious excite- 
ment. At his residence, in charge of 
Officer Reading and Dr. Wood, of Po- 
casset, Freeman informed the reporter 
to-day that he was told by God to 
offer Edith, his young and beautiful 
daughter, as a sacrifice to God, and 
that he did so. As God would not 
stay his hand he had to do His com- 
mand. He said God would justify him 
in his act. 


Pocasset, Mass., May 3.—Freeman, 
who made a sacrifice o£ his child in 
obedience to a revelation, has been ar- 
rested with his wife. 
On the way to 
prison both loudly proclaimed that the 
death of the child was in obedience to 
a divine mandate.

HUGH DIEHL, an independent can- 
didate for marshal, was endorsed, and, 
strange to say, he did not decline the 
honor. 
Concerning the action of the 
republicans with reference to water 
works board we speak elsewhere. 


WATEB WOBKS BOABD. 


The SENTINEL wishes to speak a few 
plain, candid words concerning the 
water works board, about which our 
republican citizens are inclined to 
complain so bitterly. 


The democratic city convention met 
at City Hall last Thursday evening 
for the purpose of nominating a full 
city ticket, as is customary. 
Candi- 
dates for mayor, clerk, treasurer, as- 
sessor and mariihal were duly nom- 
inated, to which 
action 
we 
have 
heard no exception from any republi- 
can or "independent" source. 
There 
being three water works trustees to be 
elected they nominated 
candidates 
for those positions quite as a matter 
of course. 
A respectable minority 
insisted upon the selection of one re- 
publican, but no overtures had been 
made by the republican party of th« 
city, and the convention concluded to 
pick out three democrats. 
They 
selected good men, as is admitted by 
all who are not known as chronic 
fault finders and habitual growlers. 


Concerning this action a howl has 
arisen from certain quarters as if it 
were unprecedented and unheard of. 
Wa hear about the great "injustice'' 
and "wrong"done the republican voters 
and 
tax 
payers by 
this action, 
but we think, upon a little cool con- 
sideration, this feeling will vanish. 


Our system of government is based 
on majority rule. 
In national, state, 
city and county afiairs majorities rule. 


This is a hardship to minorities, per> 
haps, but it is a hardship insepanbkr 
from our system until the principle ci' 
minority representation is adopted, 
which we hope to see at an early date. 
The fact of the matter is that it is no 
more unjust to the republicans, who 
constitute less than one-third of the 
voters of the city, to be without rep- 
resentation on the water works board, 
than it is for them to be without any 
one of five city offic^. 
The works 
will 
be 
as 
cheaply 
built, 
as 
well built and as honestly built by 
three good democrats as by three 
good republicans, and vice verm. 
The 
positions are not expected to be prof- 
itable, and the duties will not be po- 
litical. 
There is, as we can see, no 
great harm done from any standpoint. 
The democrats have the responsibility 
of the city government, will be criti- 
cised for the size of the debt, and 
have thought it not unjust that the 
matter be placed in their hands. 


On the other hand no harm would 
have been done by placing a republi- 
can on the board. 
If the republicans 
had held a meeting before the demo- 
cratic convention, selected some able 
and honest member of their party, and 
requested the democratic convention 
to give such person the two years'term 
on the board, we hare no doubt the re- 
quest would have been complied with. 
But this was not done: the republican 
organ was announcing a full repub- 
lican city ticket, and the democratic 
convention therefore acted as it did. 
A little more prudence on both sides 
would have avoided all difficulty. 


As the matter now stands, the three 
democratic candidate« will of course 
be elected.

Mr. Jenison thought that the cap- 
tain had made no definite arrangement 
to leave the city. 
* D. C. Fisher announced the name of 
Edwin Evans for the one-year term.

Resolved, that, as the watchword of 
the party is retrenchment, economy 
and reform, we favor the cutting down 
of salaries W accord with the reduc- 
tion of wages of mechanics. 


Resolved, that this convention ex- 
press its condemnation of the city and 
county officers in their unwarranted 
and unlawful interference with the 
duties of the senators and representa- 
tives in the legislature, in their ca- 
pacity in passing laws that were against 
the welfare of the people of the city 
and statf, and in favor of the officers. 


This resolution brought Mr. Gra- 
ham to his feet, and for a time things 
were lively. 
Mr. Graham said some 
parts of the resolution he heartily en- 
dorsed, but some portions wereentirely 
false and were either the \york of mal- 
ice or else they originated from one 
who did not know what he was talking 
about. 
He said he knew from actual 
knowledw (ho being on the floor of 
the sonati' at the time) that Messrs. 
Sarnighausen and Fleming were not 
opposed to a reduction of the legal rate 
of interest. 
As for Reichelderfer, he 
knew nothing about him, or how he 
voted. 
Mr. Sarnighausen, he ex- 
plained, was opposed to the bill as it 
was first introduced unless a clause 
was added affixing a pnalty where 
usury was accepted, and Mr. Fleming 
ho believed voted the same way. H e 
further stated that the last clause of the 
resolution, where it speaks of city and 
county officers unlawfully interfering 
with senators and representatives, was 
a personal censure upon himself and 
the balance of the committee selected 
by the common council to visit the 
legislature for the pur^se of urging 
the passage of certain bills in the in- 
terest of the city and people of Fort 
Wayne. 
He claimed that he had for 
more than fifteen years been to some 
extent in official life, [correct] and 
that to-night, and by his own party, 
when all his political opponents had 
been unable to scare up the least 
thing against him, he haa been cen- 
sured for his actions. 
This was a 
little too much, he thought. 
(Here^ 
the scene was very touching, 
many 
being 
in 
tears. 
Mr. Orff wept 
copiously.) 
Mr. Graham then ex- 
plained at some length the labor per- 
farmed by his committee at Indianap- 
olis, and its object, etc., after which a 
motion was introduced to strike out 
the parts referring to the senators and 
representatives and also city officers. 
The motion was lost. 


An amendment to strike out the 
passage condemning the representa- 
tives and senators was carried. 


Fred. Haiber here mounted the ros- 
trum, but the din produced by his 
"sonorous voice" was such that it was 
impossible to understand the substance 
of his argument. 
It was generally 
conccdcd to be a very able (?) effortat 
oratory. 


Mr. Orff here announced that the 
convention would proceed to nominate 
a full city ticket. 


Messrs. Lancaster and Bellman were 
appointed teller^?. 


The office of mayor was tlie first to 
receive the attention of the conven- 
tion. 


The )! uiie of Jarres E. Graham was 
announced, but he iwsitively declined 
to be sacrilieed. 


iUii i-t. Orff was next suggested, and 
that gentleman also vetoed, as it were, 
Iho honor ( ?) which his acceptance 
of the convention's liberality would 
no doubt cause to be poured upon 
him from the horny-handed mass of 
greenbackers, on the ground that he 
was too busy—that is, his entire time 
was consumed in looking after his 
business, or words to that effect. He 
felt confident—in fact, tlje election 
of the greenback ticket was a foregone 
conclusion! 
[Enthusiasm.] 


Several others were offered at the 
stake, but all refused to be butchered. 
Finally, however, the name of W. H. 
Jones was got "onto," and, as he was 
not present to decline, the honor 
which had so long "gone begging" was 
conferred upon him by acclamation. 


A long and vain search was made for 
some man who was willing that his 
name should be made immortal by be- 
ing placed upon the greenback ticket 
for clerk «r treasurer. 
It was moved 
that these offices remain unrepresented 
on the greenback ticket. 


Mr. Graham offered an amendment 
that all the offices be passed over. He 
was not in favor of such action, but if 
any offices were left unfilled he would 
just as soon that they all be left va- 
cant.

An appeal was taken from this deci- 
sion and sustained.

the tumult was at its highest.

fifteen members present left the room. 
Those who remained held a short con- 
flict, and it was decided to reconsider 
all the work done, except the nomina- 
tion of mayor. 
The convention now 
consisted of less than a dozen and, by 
acclamation, the following ticket was 
selected:
